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Should Farmers Jolnthe 
ULF. A. 


I take it for granted that the ma 
jority of “Call” readers are farmers 
and hence interested in all- questions 
pertaining to the welfare of the farm- 
{ng class. 

Now, then, thie being the case, why 
hsould we not idscuss in our local 
paper what must be of the moet vital 
importance to all farmers, vis., “How 
to better their conditions.” As a mat 
ter of fact, farmers get plenty of ad- 
vice from government officials, from 
farm papera and from a whole lot of 
people who feel it to be their duty 
to advise farmers. We are advised 
how, to cultivate our land so it will 
raise great’ crops, how to make two 
blades of grass grow where formerly 
only grew one. We are told how to 
raise chickens and stock, told to be 
patriotic and generous and never to 
kick when the things we have to buy 
raise in price, nor to raise Cain when 
the products we have to sell falls In 
price. We are told to be industriovs, 
saving, and all will be well. 

As a rule the farmers—have no 
quarrel with the country nor the cll- 
mate, particularly in tihs district, It 
has been proven that our land is good, 
that in most years good farming will 
produce good crops, and was it not 
for the fact that somehow and some- 
where a class who neither spins nor 
toils rbs us of the products of our 
labor, we would get along fine. 

But whéi it comes to advice about 
how the farmers shall be able to keep 


4} more of the product of their labor for 


themselves; the advisers are silent, 
‘They-Bhve-absclwtaly noting to aay. 
Hence tf we want better conditions 
it is ‘up to.us to devise the ways and 
means and fight our own batgles. 

The very first step is to try to over 
come the old individual feeling most 
farmers cling to. This is an age of 
organization and co-operation and 
progress is no longer made along in- 
dividual lines, and as all the forces 
that the farmer deals with are strong- 
ly organized, it stands to reason that 
he must do likewise or he will be at 
their mercy, 

With the editor’s permission 1 shall 
write a few articles under the title of 
“Should Farmers, Join the U.FVA.?’ 
and if 1 make any gtatements to 
which any reader takes exception, J 
shall welcome criticism, 

From the_U.F.A. secretary's report, 
at the recent U.F.A, convention at 
Calgary, it was shown that 200 new 
locals had been organized during 1919 
and that 10,000 new members had been 
added. But it was also shown that 
only 50 per cent. of the farmers and 
25 per cent of the farf-women of 
Alberta are members of the U.F.A. 
today. 

Now, then, what is the reason thai 
60 per cent, of the farmem are atill 
on the outisde? If the U.F.A. is of 
any beneit to hal of the Alberta 
fanmers it should also be a benefit 
to the other half. As a matter of fact 
all questions of any ifportance which 
confronts one farmer confronts skem 
all alike. Of course, there might be 
minor differences, such as between 
the (grain grower, daify or {fruit 
farmer, etc., jbut the fundamental 
troubles that we are up against con 
front us all alike. Every farmer 
wants to buy the things he needs to 
run his farm with, and the necessaries 
of life, at as reasonable a price as 
possible, On the other hand he wants 
&@ good market or his products, wante 
the full product of his labor after a 
Teasonable amount is deducted for 
handling and transporting his pro- 
ducts. In ahrot, it is in the interest 
of every farmer to get rid_of the 
profiteers and all unnecessary middle- 
men. 

We all have our failings and lmita- 
tions, even the best of us, In fact, 
that is where the best of ua do not 
differ 80 very much from the worst 
of us, When any man comes to me 
and starts in to tell me about my 
shortcomings, and about the things | 
cannot do or be, I feel like breaking 
in and reminding him at once that I 
am quite as well informed on that 
subject as he is. There are a great 
many things that I cannot do that are 
worth doing—that is true. But there 
are some things I can do and do pretty 
well, I’m strong on gome things, 
and 1 would a great dea) rather that 
apy man would come to me and, for- 


getting for the time being the things 
I cahnot do, would say to me, “Come, 
man, there are one or two things you 
can do better than any man I know of; 


Now, as an individual the farmer 
has no chance whatever to obtain 
any results along this line. Individu- 
ally he is absolutely at the mercy of 
the forces who are now well organ- 
ized to exploit him. His only salva- 
tion depends on the whole farming 
class becoming united -in a solid, 
strong organization. Unfortunately 
there are still a lot of farmers going 
along in the old rut of individuality 
and mistaken ideas of indifference, 
who 80 far have failed to understand 
that there is no such thing as an In- 
dividual independent farmer ‘today. 
In the g0od old days of our grand- 
fathers the farmer was a unit where 
practically everything was made. ‘and 
gtown for home consumption.. The 
fanmer then made moat of the simple 
tools be used, he tanned hides for 
his shoes, while the women epun and 
weaved the material for cloths, gnd 
the few articles the farmer then had 
to buy were bought in the nearest 
town or generally exchanged for far- 
mer products. . 1 

Under those primitive conditions 
the farmer was in a way independent 
and king of his own household, Today 
all this is changed. The farmer no 
longer makes hie own tools, He buys 
these from monster, well-organiged 
and protected manufacturers, A full 
line of farm implements used on a 
large modern farm represents a‘emall 
fortune, and the farmer pays the 
manufacturer's own price. All cloth- 
ing, shoes, etc, worn by the farmer 
and his family are bought in. town 
at. the erganized manufacturers’, 
, and retailers’ own price. 
‘the farmer eate, outslde 
, ed and w tow v 
tables, ‘ate likewise bought in town 
frem those who are able to set their 
own price. 4 

The farmer of today buye all his 
necessities in a retail market, often 
“on time” system, at a high per cent. 
of interest. In short, pays the high- 
est possible price, while he sells all 
his producte in a wholesale market 
where the price is set by others. No 
business-man, who would do likewise, 
would escape bankruptcy. 

As a rule the modern farmer te & 
specialist who produces one or more 
articles for the world’s market, and 
while he buys his productive machin- 
ery in a homeprotected. market, his 
products are thrown On the world's 
market in competition with the Waele 
world, 

When our grandfathers atarted 
farming little or no capital was re- 
quired, An ox team, an axe, 8 ,SDPU | emmen 
gun, walking plow and a few simple} 
tools were all they reqiired. Thore 
were loge in thé forest for building 
material for the house and barue, gnd 
with a few acres cleared off a 00d 
living could be made for the family, 
and while no great ortunes were made 
under those condittons, the plonger 
farmers did not He awake nights wor. 
rying about the mortgage or the notes 
owed to banks and implement tad 
panies. 

Today it takes a lot of hasta! to 
start farming on the prairie. Whether 
@ man takes a homestead or buys 
land, he must-have several thousand 
dollars if he wants to go ahead. (It 
he has no capital hie farming o, 
tions will remain stunted for @ } 
time. 


Most of the farmers in Western 
Canada have come here becausé of 
the free homesteads or cheap tand, 
in order to better their condition and 
to escape the economic conditions in 
the East or in other countries, - But 
the very forces or the so-called 
capitalist ¢! who - exploited! them 
fn their former bomes have tofiowed 
them out to the new West. These 
forces look upon the farmers as thet: 
legitimate prey, their lawful sou 
of income. And in fact under 
present economic system the farm 
cannot do without them. As a matter 
of fact, farmers are very glad to have 
the banks loan them money, glad to 
be able to buy farm implements and 
other articles on time, and they wel- 
come railways, packing plante, eleva- 
tors, etc, 

What the farmers do object to is 
the way these privately-owned enter 
prises are conducted, the amount of 
Profit these peaple ask for the accom. 
modation,, But no matter how mucb 
the individual uno ized farmer ob- 
Jecte or kicks against what he con- 
siders unreasonable exploitation, it 
will-do no good, as he is utterly help- 
leas against the well-organized forces 
who take advantage of his helpless- 
ness, Hence hie only remedy ies in 
starting a counter organization.

Members of League. 
May Disband Troops 


Denmark Raises Question of Need for 
Standing Armies 


Copenhagen —Whether joining the 
League of Nations i¢ synonymous 
with the duty of keeping up a stand- 
ing army to be placed at the disposal 
of the league to enforce the league's 
decisions has been for a long time a 
burning question in Denmark and 
Norway. The democratic majority, 
against the protests of Conservatives 
in both countries, read the treaty as 
giving a member of the league full 
right to abolish its army and navy. 

Lord Robert Cecil, the British rep- 
resentative of the league, in reply to 
an inquiry by the president of the 
Norwegian Storthing, says: “I have 
no doubt that your reading-of Article 
8 of the treaty is right. Undoubtedly 
it was never meant to put on any 
member of the league the burden and 
duty to keep up military forces.”

Field Marshal Would Not Accept 


Candidature for the Presidency 
Without Consent 


Berlin—The Deutsche Zeitung re- 
ports that when the German Nation- 
alists offered Von Hindenburg the 
candidature of the German presidency, 
the field: marshal asked for time to 
consult the former emperor, to whom 
he had sworn allegiance, according to 
a dispatch to the London Times, 

As Von Hindenburg has since ac- 
cepted the candidature, adds the dis- 
patch, it is quite evident that the ex- 
kaiser’s opinion still carries weight in 
the Reich party’s political opinions.
